With all the press that the 
SUGARCUBES have had to date, the 
consequent all-expenses paid trips 
to Iceland for thesaurus-wielding 
hacks and vast areas of colour 
print given over to displaying 
female visages photographed from 
all possible angles but an almost 
complete absence of information on 


any of their fellow bands, we 
decided to carry out our own 
investigation. We caught up with 


GUNNI, vocalist and bassist with S 
H DRAUMUR at the Sugarcubes gig in 
Birmingham on 17 May and spoke to 
him with the intention of doing a 
special show on Icelandic music for 
DIY Radio, a pirate station 
operating in Manchester.
